and a leading patron of the opera, mu- 
sic and art in Jicston, dlci at his sum- 
mer home, "The Uocks," at West Man- 
chester, on the north shore, at 7 o'clock 
last night. He was In his 53th year. 


Mr. Jordan was 
stricken July 22, 


when he suffered a stroke of paralysis, 
hut hopes of his recovery were enter- 
tained until a few days ago. when his 
condition began to grow worse. 


He is survived by a widow, one son, 


Robert, and one 
daughter, Dorothy, 


who a few months ago was married to 
Douglas Munroe Robinson of New York. 
Founded Opera Hou.se 


For years Mr. Jordan had been one of 


Boston's foremost merchants. As head 
of the large- department store company 
founded hy his father, his name was 
known throughout the business world 
?.K one of America's leading merchants. 
He was often referred to as a typical 
example of the best class of American 
business man of the 20th century. 


In grand opera circles, Mr. Jordan 


was quite as well known as in the 
business world. He founded the Boston 
Opera House, and it was largely his 
money and his personal efforts that

s a patron of 
the 


opera extended to two continents, and 
In 1513 he was appointed an honorary 
director of the Royal Opera, London, 
the first man ever to be so honored. 
He also was a director of the Metro- 
politan Opera company of New York. 


He was also a director and president

England Conservatory of Music, and a 
director In several business concerns, 
besides the Jordan Marsh company. 


Lover of HlooJe«l Horses 


He was a preat lover of horses and 


was recognized as the most successful 
breeder of blooded horses in this part 
of the country.

Mr. Jordan was a public spirited citl-

policy, were resolved to wage war In 
complete unity and determination in 
economic as in military spheres. The 
second was to make preparations for 
the period following the declaration of 
peace in view of the known attitude 
and will of the Germans. 


"Our eyes have been opened," said 


the premier, "as to the meaning of 
the manifold ramifications of the Ger- 
man system of economic- penetration, 
and commercial and financial control of 
vital interests and the use to which, 
with advantage, this system could be 
put in time ot' war." 


Germany, Mr. Asquith said, would 


be animated with the same spirit when, 
the war was over.
